F. Pa-, 


a.eant Proves Best Fraternal 


Demonstration 


800 PERSONS PARTICIPATE 


Beautiful Floats and Red Fire Make 


it Spectacular—Degrees Given 


Before Large Crowd

Marking the largest demonstration 


ever made by a lodge in Rush coun- 
ty, the annual county gathering of 
the I. 0. 0. F. came to a climax 
Wednesday night with a spectacular 
parade, featured by floats and red 
fire, which smacked of campaign, 
times. 


The 
participants in the parade , 


fell about two hundred short oE a 
thousand, 
the number expected to 


take part, but the early estimates 
would have been exceeded, had the 
weather not interferred and 
pre- 


vented many from 
attending the 


meeting. 


Although rain fell frequently dur- 


ing the day, leading up to the deluge 
between five ajid six o'clock, it did 
not dampen the ardor of many Odd 
Fellows or Rebekahs, for there was 
approximately half of the member- 
ship of the two branches of the or- 
der in the count}-, present for the 
parade and degree work. 


Those in charge of the plans for 


the parade said there were 
seven- 


hundred marchers and one hundred 
others who rode in automobiles or 
on floats. This number would have 
been a. few hundred larger, in the 
opinion of prominent Odd Fellows, ' 
if the heavy downpour of rain had 
not fallen when it did. The rain be- 
gan at a time when many people liv- 
ing a few miles from Rushville plan- 
ned -to start to the city.

The rain' also 
disarranged 
the 


plans 'for the parade, because many 
were under the impression that 
it 


would lio.t be lield and did not even 
prepare to take pnrt. Several who 
had a part in the organization did 
not 
show up at parade time and 


made" the work of the committees 
doubly difficult. 


•Following' the parade, 
the Odd 


Fellows retired to the lodge room, 
where work in the second and third 
degrees was given, and the Rebekahs 
went to the Modern Woodman hall, 
which served as their headquarters 
during the day. 


The Odd Fellows hall was jammed 


full of people and many were turned 
away. The second degree was given 
on a class of eighteen county can- 
didates by the Mays degree stnif and 
the third 
degree 
was given on a 


class of twenty-one candidates, in- 
eluding two from Connersville and 
one from Brookville, by the Arling- 
ton staff. The Milroy staff gave the 
first degree to the county class of 
eighteen candidates in the afternoon. 


The 
two grand officers present, 


Otto Byers of S. Bend, grand master, 
and William H. Leedy of Indiana- 
polis, state secretary, complimented 
the degree teams on their work and 
also were high in their praise of the 
showing made by the lodge in 
the 


county meeting. Mr. Byers was im- 
mensely impressed with Rush county, 
it being his first visit here. 


Large crowds of people lined the 


streets over which the parade was 
to pass when the procession began 
to move at the corner of Main and 
Fifth streets, headed by the Arling- 
ton band and Harry Petry, grand 
marshal, who was mounted. The 
Rushville Odd Fellows band lead the 
second division. Each of the march- 
ers carried "sparklers" and .large 
sticks of "red fire" lighted 'the way 
as the parade came down the Main 
street hill. 


There were nine floats in the pa- 


geant, each delineating some degree 
or lesson of the I. 0. 0. F. or Re- 
bekah lodge. A tenth float prepared 
by the Arlington lodge was demol- 
ished in the trip to Rushville. An- . 
other float prepared by Arlington 
was so tall that it could not .be
